VANCOUVER WATER SUPPLY. 

The Coqultlam Scheme Adopted by the City 
ConiicU— A Couiprobensive Project. 

At their ineotiiig on Monday night last, 
tho city council of Vancouver finally 
ado|ited the agreement .subiiiilted to them 
by tho Ooi|nitlani waterworks eomjian}', 
iiiuier which the coiniiany is to supjily 
water to tho city from the Co<iuitlani lake, 
tho oleratioii of which is 435 feet above 
sea level. Tho bylaw to authorize the 
guaraiite'O of interest by the city on the 
company's hoiids, was also linally [lassiid 
by the council. Three jior cent, por an- 
nuni, payable half-yearly for ten years, is 
to be guaranteed by tho corporation on 
the company's six per cent, first mortgage 
bonds, to an aiQouitt nut exoeeding $2K0,- 
000, the guarantee to become effective 
when the main pipe and three miles of 
distribution pipe siiall have been laid. 
The ( 'oi|iiitlaiii company has a inagnili- 
eeiit source of supply in the (;!oipiitlam 
lake, which they propose to tap direct by 
a sixteen-iiieh pi|ie. The supply is un- 
limited in quantity at all seasons, and 
unexcelled in ijuaiity. 

Their main pipe is to he of double ri 
vetted, wnuight iron or mild stt'el plate, 
of 10 to 12 li. VV.tJ. in thickness. 

Their designs and estimates of cost have 
been fully confirmed by an independent 
report of Mr. Scliussler, chief engineer of 
the ,Spriii|; Valley waterworks, ,S;iii li'rnii- 
ciseii, made to the X'aiieouver I'ily Coun- 
cil. Tho [iroject of the company is a 
coniprohonsi vo one, including the supply 
of tho city of New Wostminster as well as 
Vancouver, and will bring in and (nit in 
circtilation a large amouitt of eai>ital.

TEE RELIEF FUND. 

Tho relief for the sutrorors by the Na- 
naiiao diaaiter is assuming good proper 
tianB and the probabilities nro that a sulH- 
oienfc suuiiwill bo subscribed to meet tho 
exigencies of the case. This city has done 
ffdny Weill' 'but much yet remains to bo 
done. Collections are rapidly coming in 
and wo hoi)o in a few days to be able to 
aiinuunco that Victoria haa done hor full 
duty. Not a tithe has been done of what 
is oxpectod from this city and wo trust 
that our oitizons will como forward prompt- 
ly and put down their names for good 
amounts. Seattle haa shown us a fine ex- 
.■vmple. Nearly ?3,000 have already been 
subscribed there, and this amount will be 
considorably augmented before tho lists 
aro Oually closed. Our cousins across the 
border iiave wide open lioarts responsive 
to tlio first whispers of distress. Nobly 
have they done their part. Ta- 
ooma ftnd all the Sound towns are 
moving in the good work and 
Portland and Sau Francisco are not be- 
hind thoni, tho lattor'.s subHcnptiun al- 
ready reaching siuno !5!(i,(X)0. t)ur own 
Dominion has not yot sijoken out, but we 
have uo doubt wliatover that tho mayors 
of the dillerent cities have already taken 
action and that we shall hear from imr 
kinsfolk with their usual magnanimity. A 
largo sum of money is needed to relieve 
tho prevalent distress, the extent of which 
cannot bo exaggerated. Broken-hearted 
widows and orphaned children, left in 
numerous cases without tho means of 
subsistence, caimot appeal in rain to the 
sympathy and charity of the generous peo- 
ple of this country. Desolation reigns 
to-day over the ill-fated city of Nanaimo 
and from tho duj)ths of their despair its 
bereaved citizens see before them one 
gleam of hope in the loving sympathy, 
practical as well as sontimental, of all 
people. 

THE FISHERY QUESTION. 

The ti.shory corrospoiidenc* submitted 
to parliament and just to liand contains 
the full text of tho propositi made by Mr. 
Bayard in Nijvember for a settlement of 
tho questions in dispute, tlio answer of 
fehe Cknadian gpvemment to the same, 
the concurronco of the" Imperial govern- 
ment in tho Canadian view, and tho pro- 
posal of the imt)erial government ff)r a 
temporary arrangement i)ending a Knal 
adjuBtmont. Tlio proposal of Mr. Bayard 
is remarkable, chiefly for its one-sided 
character. He suggests (1) the appoint 
ment of amixed cdnUniaaion to establish 
the limits of tho waters within which Can 
ada iliall have exclusive jurisdiction, to 
establish regulations securing to United 
States tlsherinen the privilege of entering 
Canadian b.-iys and harbors for purposes 
defined in tho treaty of 1818, and to de- 
termine tlio mode of trial and penalties to 
be adjudged for violation of Canadian 
rights; (2) tiiat pending this arrangement 
no leizures of American tishii.g vessels 
shall bo made in Canadian waters, unless 
they are found within tho throe-mile lim- 
it -iishiiig or preparing to fish; (3) to place 
the jurindiotion of Orjp.n'lTan waters under 
two naval ofticors, one froni Great Britain 
and one from tho United States; (4) 
that United Stiitoa fishing vea- 
sola shall enjoy all connnercial privi- 
legoa in Canadian ports; and (5) the 
Canadian government to release all 
United States fisliing vessels now under 
seizure, and a joint coinmisaioii t^ be ap- 
pointed to determine tlie damage caused 
to American lishcnuun by seizures and 
detention during the year 188G. It ii 
necessary only to read these proposals to 
anticipate the reply of tho Canadian gov- 
ernment. Their acceptance would bo an 
absolute surroniler of ti e rights of this 
coinitry, of the interpretation placed upon 
the convention of 1818 from tho time of 
its conclu.sion down to the present, except 
when its oi)cration wr.s? suspended by the 
reciprocity and Washington treaties, and 
an admission that Canada had acted illeg- 
ally and with unwarranted severity — oven 
as I^., Phelps has put it; with brutiility— 
in its treatment of American fishing ves- 
sels since 1880. Tlie [jrotonsions of Mr. 
Bayard aro sustiiiaud naither by fact, by 
treaty, nor Ijy precedent, and his proposi- 
tion cannot bo entortauied for a moment. 
As the minister of marine and fisheries 
points (jut in tho memorandum on the 
subject, nothing lias been done on tho 
part of the Canadian authorities since the 
teriiiinatioii of the tre.ity of Washington 
in any such spirit an that indicated in Mr. 
Bayard's condemnation, their action being 
simply for the purpose of guarding the 
rights guaranteed by the convention of 
1818. The propo.sal to limit tho width of 
bays, within which Canada hIiuH exerciso 
exclusive jiirisdiction, to ten miles, is ut- 
terly at variance with tho claims of tho 
United Stjites in respoot to its own waters, 
aiAd':would make coininon fishing grounds 

,. . of tomtorial watersjtwhioh,. by.'lihe law of 
nations, have been regarded as 'belonging 
to tho adjacent country. It is, indeed, 
trutiifully said of tlio conditions, which 
Mr. Bayard regards aa precedent to the 

. appuiiitrnent of a mixed commission to 
determine tho limits of territorial waters, 
that they involve, in every case the as- 
Hum[ition that in' ihe' most: important 
points in the controversy, Canada has 
boon in tho vvrong and the United States 
in tho right. Tlie proposal, in a word, is 

• so manifestly one sided that no one can 
believe it to havo been soriously made in 
eip'ectation of ;iccuptanco. Tho counter 

.. pro])08ition of Lord Salisbury on buhalf 
' of ' the British goverument has already 
boon indicated in our cable despatchea. 
It is in tlioso words: "Her M.-ijosty's 

J. government and tlio government of Can- 
ada, in proo* of their earnost desire to 
v;'txeabitbe question in a spirit, of liberality 

I ' ahd^friendship, are now willing to 'revert' 
for tho coming fishing season, and, if 

.' noooBsary, for a further term, to the coii 
, dition of tilings I'xisling under tiio tri^aty 

.. of Wnshington, wilhoiii any suggustion 
; of pecuniary indeimnty." 

The offer to revert to tho Washington 
treaty, Without suggestion of pecuniary 
ind«imnity, draw down a" furious 'attack 
upon tho government for what was term- 
ed a base surrender of Uimada'a rights. 
A wiser course would have huou iiursuod 
had condemnation been withhold until 
the exact character of the proposals were 
'ltn<>wn and tho correspondence disclosus 
the propriety of such a proceeding. Tho 
BUggestion came first from the British 
. govornmont in theao terms: 




ruary tho Ciiniidian govornmont is prepared to 
accept your snggoation of reverting teraponvrily 
to the condition of things e.visling undor tho 
Treaty of Washington wiiliout iil pi eaeiit rnis- 
Ing^the quoatlpn of liuienniil y. " 
So that the Canadian government and 
the British government simjily proposed 
to hold in aboyanco the riuestion of money 
indemnity for privileges given American 
tishernion undor the suggosted arrange- 
mont over and above those to be enjoyed 
by Canadian lishernion in tho United 
States. The answer of the United States 
government to this proposal, to the report 
of Lord Salisbury on Mr. liiiyard's com- 
munication of November ia.st, htm yet to 
bo received. In tho ineantimo all that 
can bo oxpressed is tho hope that a mu- 
tually satisfactory settlement will be 
reached, but it must be confessed that the 
tone of Mr. Bayard's proposal is not en- 
couraging. Tho Canadian governniont 
has been ready to roiiiovj all obstacles in 
tho way of such a acttlemeiit and to enter 
upon such arrangements as will extend U> 
the commercial rohitions between tlio t wo 
countries. It has, in ovidence of this de- 
sire, issued instructions to tho oflicora in 
•iiatge of the fishery protection fleet to 
bo most careful not to strain tho interpre- 
tation of the law in the direction of in- 
terference with tho rights iiiul privileges 
of American fishermen in Canadian wa- 
ters and to facilitate tho entry and clear- 
ance of these veaaols. But if tho United 
States refuses to entertain any proiiositii n 
that has not for its basis the admi.s.siou of 
the whole American protdnsion.s, iIkti' is 
no other courao to Canada than ciifono- 
mont of her rights, guaiaiiteuil I'y tiiu 
treaty of 1818- ~aii onforconieiit that, to 
(juote tho oflicial hinguage of Hon. Mr. 
iMitclioll when minister of marine and 
fisheries, is neither novel, strained ii(jr 
vexatious. 

ILLITERACY IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

The Boston Globe calls attention to t lu^ 
fact that there are ll!l,572 portoiis in 
Massachusetts, as shown liy the last cen- 
sus, who are unable to read or write. Tiiis 
would hardly have been suspected l)y 
those who havo failed to give tlio subject 
any study. Boston, the principal city of 
Massachusetts, is jCiUed liio "Athens of 
America," because of the many men of 
learning it contains; Imt since lliero are 
found to be so many ignnrant iiooplo in 
Massachusetts, the legislature is ondoavor- 
ingi to devise some measure for decreasing 
their number. Compulsory education is 
proposed. Aa this illiteracy i.s found 
principally in tlie factorit.s among poor 
people of toroign birth, tin; iirovisi' .oh of 
a comiiulsory educational bill intro'lucL'd 
into Jtlio legislature exempt minor.s rroni 
school atteiidanco when it is shown to the 
school committee that there would bo 
any hardship to the individual or the 
family if such attendance was exacted. It 
gives due notice to every t'uiiiloy.'r or 
iUiterato youth and wisely vo.st.s .siliool 
authorities with a wise discuetiun as to 
time and course of .sluily. Its juo- 
visions apply only to cities ami towns 
whorein evening schools are maint.-iined. 

Miss Rose Elizabeth Cleveland, siator 
of the president of the United St;;itca, has 
returned' io her first calling by accepting 
a position as first assistiint in a New York 
school. Miss Cleveland kept lioiiso for 
her brother and was the lady of the White 
House and the "first lady of the laml" up 
to the time of the president's iii.irriage 
with Miss Folsoiii. 8iie has also acquired 
quite a literary reputation, and her ru'curn 
to the humble occupation of assistJUit 
teacher in a school has excited much com- 
me&'t' among the Americans.
